In 1868, the Democrats had for their can- 
didate for Governor Senator Hendricks, 
who is their candidate this year. The 
country well remembers the intense ex- 
citement attending the result of the cam- 
paign in that State in 1968.

As the campaign progresses, 
and all the local Conventions get through 
with their business, the popnlar feeling for 
Greeley will be unrestrained. The sacri- 
fice of Colfax has kkened the party 
bonds of thousands of Republicans in the 
Northern counties, who, while they would 
never have voted for a Democratic ticket, 
will gladly avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity of voting for Greeley,and ridding 
the State of the domination of Morton, and 
ridding the country of Personal Govern- 
ment. We have no doubt that Hendricks 
will have, in October, a larger majority 
than has been given since 1856 for any 
candidate, and that in November Greeley's 
majority will be one-half larger.

GREELEY AND TAMMANY. 

The New York Nimes illustrates its inge- 
unity at the expense of its fair dealing 
by a running fire of unsustained insinua- 
tions that Horace Greeley has in past times 
heen unduly intimate with the Tammany 
Ring, consisting of Hall, Tweed, Sweeny, 
Barnard, Connolly, and a few others. 
Harper's Weekly, in its cartoons, also aims 
to propagate the same untruth. Between 
Oakey Hall and Mr. Greeley, all New York 
kno vs that there has been a special per- 
sonal enmity for about ten years, dating 
even earlier than Oakey Hall's secession 
from the Republican party in 1862. Hall 
has lampooned Greeley in pamphlets, and 
through his own paper, the Leader, during 
nearly every week of that period, in terms 
that clearly enough showed the gen- 
uine bitterness of his malignity, and 
his fear of Greeley’s sharp ex- 
posnres of his crooked devices. Barnard 
signallized his accession to judicial promin 
ence by a persistent and bold effort to 
silence Greeley’s criticisms on him by ar- 
resting him for contempt of Court, adjourn- 
ing Court from time to time without dis- 
posing of his case, amd so harassing him 
as tointefere with his business by requir- 
ing him to be in Court when his known 
engagements called him elsewhere. Barn- 
ard, like Hall, tried to make a laughing- 
stock of Greeley, very much as boys would 
pelt with stones the faithful custodian set 
to prevent them from stealing fruit. 
Tweed, Sweeny and Connolly were then 
silent members of the Ring and more in 
the background. With hone of these has 
Greeley ever had any more intimate rela- 
tions than President Lincoln had with 
Jam Surratt and Wilkes Booth. 

It wae the honest, and probably saga- 
cious, theory of Mr. Greeley, in conducting 
the Tribune,that the election of a Repub- 
lican Mayor in New York, and of Repub- 
lican Legislators and Congressmen within 
ibe city, was nearly always impossible ; 
and, where this was clearly so, it was 
wiser for Republicansto uuite in throwing 
their whole siceneth for the best and most 
honest Democrat whom they could elect, 
than to throy away their votes on 4 straight 
Republican ticket. Always regarding par- 
ties as a means, and honesty nud capacity 
in office as the ends and objects to which 
‘they should be subservient, Mr. Groeley 
had no hesitation in supporting. a worth, 
Democrat who could be elected, in prefer- 
ence to an equally worthy Republiean 
who could not. This policy led him to 
support Tiémann for Mayor, aud ence, we 
think, Hoffman for Mayor. He never, 
however, supported Hall, Barnard, Swee- 
ny, Comolly, or Tweed, for anything, 
and, durite the whole existence of the 

Tribune, exprecd the corruptions of Tam- 
many by every vvailable means. 

The New York Ties isan eleventh-hour 
convert toanti-Tammanyism, the flame of 


its zeal flashing up now with a brightness 


and fidelity as it has deed from 
its temporary accidental editorship by 
Sheriff O’Brien, himself one of the ex- 
leaders of Tammany, and acquainted with 
its secrets, Still, the fame thus thrust 
upon it is hardly a sufficient basis on 
which to assail the longer and more sin- 
cere, though less fortunate and decisive, 
warfare of Horace Greeley against the 
saine Tammany gang. 

Ts it asking too much of the Times to beg 
that it will furnish one fact, however 
small, tending to connect Mr. Greeley with 


the Tammany Ring? It has been 
charging him with complicity 
with those robberies so long and 


so persistently, and with so little effect 
upon the public mind, that it ought, even 
in self-defence, to furnish something to 
sustain its charges. It is understood that 
the Tammany gang squandered twenty- 
eight millions of the people’s money dur- 
ing®ihe three years 1868-71, of which only 
six millions inured to the benefit of the 
tax-payers. Here are twenty-two millions 
of dollars to be accounted for on the seore 
of roguery. It Mr. Greeley got one cent 
of this enormous sum, it will be easy for 
the Times, aided by the Committee of 
Seventy, who have now the custody%of all 
the books and papers, and who- have 
nearly all the witnesses, turned State's ev- 
idence, within call, to show it, or at least 
to show presumptive evidence of it.

HENRY WILSOR'S LETTER. 

After fonr days of preparation, Senator 
Wilson has published bis formal accep- 
tance of the Philadelphia nomination to 
the Vice Presidency. The epistle is very 
ingenious, and by no means ingenuous. 
Among the ideas which he says that 
the Grant party has taken “as objects of 
its immediate accomplishment,” he men- 
tions these five: “w.mplete liberty and 
equality for all; reform in the Civil Ser- 
vice; the adjustment of duties on im- 
ports so as to secure remunerative wages 
to labor; abolition of the franking privi- 
lege; suppression of violence and pro- 
tection of the ballot-box.” Complete lib- 
erty and equality for all can be attained 
only by Universal Amnesty, which the 
Philadelphia Platform makes no meution 
of, and which Mr. Wilson's partisans re- 
jected. Civil Service Reform has been de- 
feated by Grant’s supporters in both 
Houses of Congress, and has been com- 
pletely ignored by Grant himself. Is not 
Casey still in power at New Orleans, and 
Leet at New York? The Tariff plank on 
‘which Senator Wilson stands means, as 
Colonel Forney has loudly proclaimed, the 
perpetuation of the present iniquitous sys- 
tem of Protection. 
been at Washington too many years not to 
know that that system is maintained by 
the untiring efforts of the monopolista, 
who are enabled thereby to plunder their 
fellow-citizens, and without a thought of 
its effect upon the laborer. The wording 
of the resolution is a fraudulent bid for 
votes, to which it is beneath the dignity of 
a statesman to lend himself. As for the 
resolution against the franking privilege, 
it is sufficient to say that, on the day on 
which Senator Wilson was officially noti- 
fied of his nomination, the body of which 
he isa member, and which is overwhelm- 
ingly for Grant, refused to give a bill 
abolishing that privilege even the poor 
courtesy of a vote. Finally, the Grant 
party persisted in prolonging this session 
of Congress for the sole purpose of pass- 
ing laws to encourage violence at the 
polls, and take away all protection from 
the ballot-box. In the light of 
these proofs, Mr. Wilson's assertion 
that the Grant party really intends to im- 
mediately accomplish these five objects, is 
seen to be wholly unwarranted by facts. 
The Senator, feeling that he has been put 
on the ticket to get the Labor vote, . tries 
bard to paint his party as ever favoring 
the workingmen, but is compelled to fall 
back on the meaningless platitudes of the 
platform. Then he says: “To woman, 
too, and her new demands, it extends the 
hand of grateful recognition, and proffers

The candidate, conscious of the harm that 
is Know-Nothingism is sure to do him, 
tries to escape it by declaring that he had 
“neither sympathy nor belief” with the 
“leading doctrines” of that ill-omened 
party. Asa Know-Nothing, Senator Wil- 
son must have sworn on the American flag 
and the Bible that he would constantly op- 
pose the elevation to any office of any for- 
eign-born citizen whatever, and he must 
have invoked upon himself, in case he 
ever swerved from that promise, a string 
of curses which would make an English 
rector, used to glibly reciting the dam- 
natory clauses of the Athanasian Creed, 
turn pale. Through this Know-Nothing 
party he gained power and place, and 


was finally elected to the United 
States Senate, in 1855, by a Legis- 
lature which consisted of 412 Know- 


Nothings and 4 others. Does Senator 
Wilson menn to say that he voluntarily 
took this oath when be had neither sym- 
pathy nor belief” in it. Did he deliberate- 
ly conceal his disbelief in Know-Nothing- 
ism, and, by pretending to give it his 
hearty adherence, delude its real support- 
ers into making him Uuited States Sena- 
tor? Certainly, hitherto, no enemy of his 
would have brought forward the charges 
which he has now made against hiniself. 


The frantic desire for the Vice Presidency 


seems to have turned his head. If he has 
been in the habit, as he himself says, of 
acting in and co-operating with political

beon Imposed in the recent Revenue law 
passed by Congress. The tax on wholesale 
dealers of leaf tobacco is fixed at $25 per 
anuum, but the taxon retail dealers of leaf 
tobacco is $500 a year, with an additional 
tax of 50 cents for every doliar’s worth of 
tobacco sold in excess of the value of $1,000. 
The law defines a retail dealer to be-

The efitect of this is to put a penalty of $500 
per annum on leaf tobacco, iu quantities less 
than a hogshead. There arein this city, and 
in all parte of the country, large numbers ot 
persons engaged in the manufacture of cigars 
and snuff, Who have not the means to pur- 
chase a hogshead of tobacco at atime. These 
persons purchase $25 or $50 worth of tobacco, 
as they want it; this they make up into 
cigars, by themselves, assisted by their wives 
or children, and sometimes by a journeyman, 
apd from the proceeds of the sale of these 
they buy more tobacco, and thus go on buy- 
ing the raw material and selling it in manu- 
factured shape. 1 

This law virtually prohibits this entire } 
business. It will close every one of these 
email factories, depriving tens of thousands 
of persons of honest employment. It pro- 
bibite any man purchasing less than au en- 
tire hogshead of tobacco, unless he pays 
$500 per year for the privilege. The same 
law requires each person who makes cigars 
to obtain a certificate, and be registered. 
Thus, if a man in Chicago keeps asmail shop, 
and, with his wife or children, makes cigars, 
he must pay a tax of $10 for himself, and ob 
tain a certificate for his wife and for each of 
his children or hands, under a penalty of $5 | 
a day for each day they make cigars without 
being registered. 

The effect of this law will be to confine the 
manufacture of cigars to large dealers and 
mt and to ornsh out all mana- 

acturers who cannot purchase a hogshead 
of tobacco at a time. 


Mr. Henry Wilson rarely makes a speech 
in which he does not give his own tiogra. 
phy, but he always skips his political reco.a 
from 1853 to 1855. The Grant newspapers, in 
all their biographies of their candidate fer 
Vico President, take especial pains to omit 
the same interesting history. 

The fact is, that Henry Wilson failing to 
be elected to Congress by the Free Soil and 
Democratic combination in 1852, turned his 
attention to organizing a new party, the 
celebrated Know-Nothing party, and at once 
became the great K. N. In 1854, when the Re- 
publican party was organizing in every 
other State, Mr. Henry Wilson was organiz- 
ing the Know-Nothing party in Massacha- 
setts, 

The great idea at that time was to prohibit 
German and Irish men and women settling 
in New England, lest they should compete 
with the natives as laborers in the work- 
shops and factories. So successfal was Mr. 
Wilson that thenomineesof his dark-lantern 
Conventions were elected; Gardner was 
made Governor, and the Legislature steod : 
House — Know-Notbings, 72; Whigs, 2; 
Democrat, 1; Free-Soil, 1. Senate—Kunow- 
Nothings, 40; all others, 0. This Legislature 
elected Henry Wilson United States Sen- 
ator. Having elected him Senator, it then 
amended the State Constitution, for the 
purpose of excluding foreigners from the 
State. They were not only disqualified from 
office, but those coming from non-English 
speaking countries, already citizens, were 
placed under peouliar disabilities as t 
voting. The result was, that the Germans 
abandoned the State in large numbers. 
Thisis the chapter in Wilsen’s biography 
which his supporters carefally suppress. 


The grievances of Labor are all due to 
poverty. They can be diminished only by 
diminishing that poverty; and this can be 
done only by co-operation, social and politi- 
cal. The frat should establish joint-stock 
manufactories, where Capital and Labor will 
pay their profite to the same men, and joint- 
stock stores, where those profits can be spent 
to the best possible advantage.

A few days since, an American wae seized 
in the streets of London, Canada, forced 
into a cab, chloroformed, and taken to De- 
troit, where a warrant of arrest was made 
oat.
